At  a  location  on  tlie  north  liend  of  the  All-cj^ir.  where  the  hue 
of  Indian  travel  w;'.s  conii)arative!y  easy  towards  the  west,  north, 
east  and  southeast,  a  yearly  meetinj,'  of  different  tribes  took  jjlace 
for  |)uri)oses  of  traffic  hetween  the  interior  Indians  and  the  (  hil- 
kalits,  who   were  slroiifj  enough  to  control  the  coast  traftic, 

A  verv  large  i)art  of  the  above  territory  i>  drained  into  the    I'a 
citic  by  the  river  known  on  the  coast  as  the   All-segh',  which   break- 
through  tlu>  St.  F.lias  and  Vakutat  ranges    about    tilty-tive    miles    east 
of  Yakutat  Bay,  with  a  maximum  current  of  ten  miles. 

.\s  a  matter  of  fact,  the  whole  area  of  .\laska  and  the  .Vorth- 
west  Territory  of  Canada  was  unknown  except  along  the  river 
courses:  and  even  these  were  very  im])erfevtly  laid  down.  We  have 
now  i)artial  reports  and  maps  from  modern  travelers,  as  Raymond. 
Dall.  Russell.  McGratli.  Turner.  Allen,  Abercrombie,  Krause, 
Schwatka,  Wells,  Tdave  and  others:  and  from  Dawson.  ( )gilvic,  Mc- 
Connell  and  others,  for  the  Canadian  ( iovermnent.  (  )f  those  who 
earlier  struck  into  the  unknown  region  we  Have  mentioned  wxre 
Wells  and  (ilave,  but  they  were  not  properly  outfitted  with  instru- 
mental means  for  gcogra])hical  determinations. 

It  hai)i)ened  that  ujion  our  second  tri])  to  Alaska  we  obtained 
material  that  was  important  in  laying  down  two  routes  from  our  sta- 
tion on  the  fhilkaht  to  Fort  Selkirk,  at  the  junction  of  the  I'elly 
and  Lewes,  where  they  form  the  Yukon,  and  we  now  propose  to  pre-

this,  i)erhaps,  from  native  reports  to   him.      Kold<lnx    continued    his 
vovaye  down  the  Yukon  to  secure  the  support  of  the   Indians  of  that 
re^inn  it,  his  intended  raid.     f)n  the  left  hank  of  tlie  Yukon  he  places 
a  stream  coniin.n  in,  which  he  names     the     Tal-sae-heena,    which     he 
readied   in   eleven  (kiys   from   Ta-cclum.

Kohklux  avoided  ilie  direct  trail  to  i  ioo-tchy'-ee  Lake  and  vil- 
lage, crossed  tlie  hills  on  the  east  through  a  depression  running 
north  and  south,  and  came  out  at  the  .southern  head  of  the  I  loo""- 
tchy'-ce  series. 

Kohklux  does  not  conned  tiuse  lakes  with  the  Yut-tae-giiat' 
Lake,  at  the  head  of  the  Mcndenliall  River,  although  he  has  a  small 
stream  leading  from  this  latter  lake  towards  and  close  to  the  Hoo- 
tchy-ce  Lakes,  all  of  which  he  names. 

The  Hoo-tchy'-ee  is  doubtless  the  llootcli-eye  of  (".lave,  whi) 
named  it  from  report  only:  the  ilootch-i  of  Ogilvie  and  Daltoii,  and 
the  Ihitshi  oi  the  Canadian  map  of  iS<)8.  It  is  about  2.6cx)  feet  above 
the  sea. 

P.eyoiul  the  low  hills  that  lie  to  the  eastward  of  the  I  loo-tchv- 
ce  .system,  Kohklux  has  laid  down  and  named  three  other  lakes  that 
are  continued  .southward  from  that  one  which  he  rounded  at  the  head 
of  the  tributary  of  the   Tats-un-tun.     lie  does  not  coniuct  this  cast-

This  is  a  brief  an.l  perhai-s  unsatisfactory  account  of  a  double 
hue  of  exploration.  The  return  line  is  mainly  the  Daltoii  trail.  We 
l,ave  not  the  space  to  collate  the  names  of  Kohklnx  ;v.th  ater  inves- 
,i,.ators  or  tra.lers.  We  staid  long  enough  with  the  Chilkahts  to 
.vet  the  proper  pronunciation  of  their  names:  an.l  having  sained  the 
?riendsliip  of  Kohklnx.  he  was  ready  to  rry  us  to  a  location 
N.here.    he    averred,    the    coal    was   as    s:>-*l    as    that    used    on   ..ur
